According.to, the 
publishers, it is the first time in the his- 
tory of this country that a President-elect 
on the eve of his inauguration’‘has ad- 
dressed to the country a profession of his 
faith’ and a statement of his irftentions.

REVENUE FROM VAULTS. 


McAneny’s Bureau Collects ‘$140,000 
for Encroachments. 





Design and Survey, established by Bor- 
ough President McAneny in 1911, shows 
that “the bureau. has collected $140,000 
from the owners of sixty-seven . yaults 
built into city property. The bureau sur- 
veyed: 240 vaults, most. of them. in..the 
financial district, and found that the city 
was not receiving proper fees :for. some 
eneroachments., i 

The bureau was organized to take over 
all. the surveying and. preparation of 
plans formerly cared for by the Bureau 
of Sewers, the, Bureau of Highways, and 
the Topographical Bureau. Under. ‘the 
old system thousands of mane and plans 
were scattered throughthe files. of three 
hureaus without co-ordination or.propeér 
indexing. The new bureau is engaged in 
indexing and filing the old maps, as well 
as hew drawings, as ‘fast as these are 
made. : 

Information has been accumulated 
about. surface conditions, about water, 
gas and steam mains, subways, sewers, 
electric duets, mail tubes, vaults, and so 
on, and this information. is at the dis- 
posal -of any one contemplating a street 
opening. - The mapping of all’ building 
and curb lines, now under -way, is ex- 
pected to save the taxpayers many dollars 
which otherwise would go. for litigation.
